Army Strength Now 
Totals 113.000 Men 


QTARTING the present fiscal year with 
™ an actual enlisted strength of ap- 
proximately 113,000 men, 2,000 below the 
figure of 115.000 as provided by law by 
t'e last Congress for July 1, the Army 
is facing the problem of recruiting up to 
the full strength of the 1928 authoriza- 
tion, an average of 118,750. 

This time last year the Army 
the necessity of maintaining an enlisted 
strength throughout the year of about 
110,00 men in lieu of the 118,750 pro- 
vided for by law, a condition brought 
out in an exclusive expose in the Army 
and Navy Journal early last fall 
partially rectified by a congressional de- 
ficiency appropriation. 

2,000 Under Strength. 

This appropriation was estimated to 
be sufficient to bring the enlisted 
strength up to 115,000 by the close’ of 
the fiscal year and recruiting was 
speeded up after its passage. In April 
orders were issued to “slow-up” recruit- 
ing for fear sufficient funds would not 
b available and when in May these or- 
ders were rescinded it was found impos- 
sible to get the recruiting machinery un- 
der way sufficiently to make up the defi- 
cit, with the result that the year closed 
with the Army about 2.000 under its 
legal strength.

Despite the fact that this opinion has 
been expressed in many quarters, it is 
of course unknown whether such rec- 
ommendations will be incorporated in 
enough of the various reports now near- 
ing completion to be carried in the final 
report of the General Board which con- 
venes_ next September. 

Retirement By Selection. 

Briefly the theory proposed by those 
holding this opinion, is as follows: 

Compulsory retirement by _ selection 
with a cash gratuity of from $9,000 to 
$25,000 after 7 to 19 years of service. 
These figures are arrived at in this man- 
ner: The average age for retirement is 
64; the average length of service 40 
years; average amount of pay after 30 
years’ service $4,500. The average “ex- 
pectancy” in life is 76 years, which gives 
a man 12 years after retirement in 
which to draw his retired pay. The total 
active and retired pay an officer may be 
expected to receive (average) is $54,000. 
To arrive at the cash gratuity the aver- 
age length of service (40 years) is di- 
vided into $54,000, giving $1,350 per 
vear of active service. To this is added 
the 2's per cent per year allowed by 
law and the total, which in any event 
is not to exceed 75 per cent, is the pro- 
posed amount, per year, of the gratuity. 

On the face of this proposal it is sug- 
that the amounts allowed look 
large, in fact they are larger than those 
proposed by the Marine Corps, but it 
is pointed out that whereas the Marine 
Corps proposes to carry the officer elimi- 
nated in its reserve with pay for seven 
the Army has no such reserve 
and therefore the total amount should 
be given at the time of separation. 

Claim Practical Solution. 

That a system of this sort is the only 
solution to the problem of 
removing the “hump” is the belief gen- 
erally expressed by its advocates. 

The Boards which are understood to 
have practically completed their study 
of the situation, together with their ru- 
mored recommendations are as follows: 
The Army College Board, which is 
understood to favor continuation of the 
single list with promotion by examina- 
tion and to be opposed to promotion by 
selection and to drastic elimination. The 
Infantry Board, which makes approxi- 
mately the same recommendations as the 
War College, and the Board of the Mi- 
litia Bureau, whose recommendations are 
not concurred in by all members of the 
Board, and which is submitting a “mi- 
nority” report.

Favors Defense College 
\ AJ. Gen, C. P. Summerall, Chief 
~ of Staff, commenting on the 
Army and Navy Journal proposal 
for the establishment of a National 
Defense College for Officers and so- 
called career Diplomats said: 

“The value of association between 
representatives of the several de- 
partments has been fully demon- 
strated in the past few years at the 
Army War College, where army 
officers have had the good fortune 
to exchange ideas with both lec- 
turers and fellow-students who were 
conversant with the problems of the 
Navy, the Department of State and 
the Department of Commerce. Na- 
tional defense may require such a 
complete effort as will involve full 
employment of every governmental 
agency. Therefore, our officers 
should have such a broad concep- 
tion of general governmental prob- 
lems and functions as will assure 
sound procedure with reference to 
co-operation with other departments 
of the government.” 


Services Interested — ‘ 
In Defense College 











VW IDESPREAD interest throughout 

service circles has been created by 
the Army and Navy Journal's suggestion 
that a National Defense College for 
Army and Navy officers -and so-called 


permanent career diplomats be estabs 
lished. 
Comment on the proposal, ranging 


from expressions. by Admiral E. W, 
Eberle, Chief of Naval Operations, and 
Major General C. P. Summerall, Chie? 
of Staff, U. S. A., to junior officers of 
both branches, indicate a very favorable 
first impression. Realization of the value 
of the training such a course would give 
is unanimously admitted while at the 
same time there are varying shades of 
opinion regarding the practicability of 
establishing such a college, the main ob- 
jection voiced being against the creation 
of still another service school. 

Eberle States Views. 

Admiral E. W. Eberle, Chief of Naval 
Operations, is not favorably impressed 
by the proposal, holding the view that it 
is unnecessary under existing. conditions. 
He points out that there is a constantly 
increasing cooperation between the two 
branches of the service and the State 
Department, citing the Geneva Confer- 
ence and recent foreign events as illus 
trating the close and effective harmony 
with which the Navy and State Departe 
ments have been operating. 

He calls attention to the work being 
done at the Naval and War Colleges, 
with the interchange of officers at the 
two institutions and to the fact that 
much attention is paid to the services*® 
connection with diplomatic affairs. At 
both colleges lectures covering this 
phase of officers’ work are included in 
the courses and the best-trained diplo- 
mats are included in the annual list of 
lecturers. 

Called Excellent Idea. 

Rear Admiral R. H. Leigh, U. S. N. 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, be- 
lieves the idea an excellent one but feels 
it would be difficult to organize a class 
for such a school under the present serv- 
ice conditions. He said: 

“While 1 have not had time to make 
a study of and give serious consideration 
to the proposal of the Journal for a School 
for Officers and Diplomats, I believe the 
idea an excellent one, but do not see how, 
under present service conditions, such a 
class could be organized. There is a de-

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Civilian Control of Possessions Creates Editorial Differences

HE return of General Leonard Wood, his call upon President Coolidge in South 


Dakota, and his conference with Secretary of War Davis, have made the admin- 


istration of American possessions a controversial subject of discussion on the part 


of a large number of newspapers. 


With respect to General Wood personally, there 


is unanimity of praise for his splendid administration of the Philippines, and a 


great deal of pride in the benefits which have resulted to the Filipino people from 
his executive policies and acts. There is, too, applause for his brave willingness to 
return to Manila, although some of the newspapers suggest that he should now 
take care of his health rather than retard his recovery by the reassumption of the 
burdens which the office he holds imposes. 


Bt while General Wood has used his visit to the President and to the officials in 

Washington as an opportunity to make a report of his stewardship to the Ameri- 
ean people, there has been injected into the commendation of his achievements a 
discussion of whether the War Department or the Interior Department shall guard 
the destinies of the Archipelago and our other overseas possessions. This discus- 
sion is the result of an intimation from the President that he contemplates trans- 
ferring the Islands, Guam, Samoa and the Virgin Islands to the latter Department, 
in other words from the military to the civilian branch of the Government. General 
Wood is not in sympathy with the President’s suggestion, and, in the presence of 
Secretary Davis, told newspaper reporters that the War Department has given the 
best possible administration of the Philippines, and no good reason exists for chang- 
ing them Lo the control of another Department. This likewise is true of the Islands 
administered by the Navy. General Wood supported this view by pointing out that 
any administration of the Philippines should have a certain amount of power behind 
it to maintain its prestige. 


THE Chicago Tribune (Republican) entortains the same opinion as General Wood. 

“An able civilian might get results with less friction than an able military gov- 
ernor. Pecple who have eepressed, even self-repressed, desire for freedom frequently 
find civil supervision more tolerable than military supervision, if only for the fact 
that a military administration at least intimates there is coercion with force behind 
it rather than free agreement to which the supervised people have given their con- 
sent. * * * In »,ivil administration there is the whole range of politics. In the mili- 
tary administ:::ion there is not. When such a governor as General Wood has con- 
trol of insular affairs, there is perfect confidence at home that the control has only 
one object, and that for the best interests of both the United States and the Fili- 
pinos. It is not amazing that it is not popular with the native politicians. * * * It is 
very much to be doubted that at this time anything good, either for the Philippines 
or for the United States, would come of transferring authority to a bureau in the 
Interior Department, or in the State Department, which the Filipino politicians 
would prefer.” 


TPHE Philadelphia luquirer (Republican) takes this view: 

“General Wood, who has come back from the Philippines, has been one of the 
President’s most important visitors. It may be partly for this reason that the sug- 
gestion of a central bureau for the administration of all our overseas possessions is 
made just now. It does not appear that the President has yet worked out any of 
the details. But he believes, we are told, that the proposed bureau should be a part 
of the Department of the Interior. This would mean more responsibilities for the 
Secretary. Officers of the Army and the Navy would no doubt hold important posts 
under any regime. They have qualifications for colonial service which could not well 


be disregarded.” 


THE Publie Ledger (Independent Republican) presents the same luke-warm 
port of the President’s idea as the Inquirer. 

“Governor General Wood,” says the Ledger, “on an official visit to Secreta 
War Davis, expressed the opinion that the Philippine Islands should be continued 
under the jurisdiction of the War Department. This may have been the polite thing 
to say to Secretary Davis. It is also natural that Genera! Wood, as an Army officer 
should have special confidence in the ability of his profession to handle what is 
essentially a colonial problem. But there is strong opinion in this country which 
sees the situation of the Philippines under the War Department as an anomaly and 
one which should be corrected by putting the administration of the Arc} pelago 
under some purely civil Department, as suggested by President Coolidge. 

“The War Department has made an excellent record in the Philippines. \ hat. 
ever resentment the Filipinos have felt against the ‘Cavalry Cabinet’ would pr. bably 
have been directed against control in any other form. But the time seems ripe for 
a change, and President Coolidge’s idea, which was also that of Carmi Thompson’s 
report, should receive careful consideration.”

YHE New York Times (Democratic) calls attention to the fact that the President 
in suggesting a centralized control of American overseas possessions under the 
Interior Department, implied no criticism of the administration of the Philippines 
by the War Department or of the Virgin Islands by the Navy Department. As an 
argument for such centralization, the Times presents the fact that there are ques. 
tions having many elements in common which call for a single policy, that by deal. 
ing with the possessions together it should be possible to use advantageously the 


experience gained in the different units, and that central control also would facilitate 
reduction in overhead expenses of administration by avoiding duplication. 

“As for the Philippines, a moral gain might result from control under one of 
the civilian departments of the Government. One of the grievances of the Filipino 
agitators is that there has been too much of a ‘military atmosphere’ in the govern. 
ment of the Islands. Although this charge is unfounded, it has acquired apparent 
plausibility from the presence of Army officers as aides to the Governor and from 
the fact that control of the Islands is vested in the War Department. If any reor- 
ganization is to be undertaken, it is desirable that American administrators in the 


Philippines and elsewhere be furnished with experts from the various departments, 
There are a number of Army and Navy officers who by training and personality are 
exceptionally well fitted to aid in such work. * * * Transfer of control of the Philip- 
pines from the War Department to some other which failed to make easier the sup. 
plying of advisers such as are now necessary would be of little advantage. 


THE Newport (R. 1.) Daily News (Republican) has this to say: 

“No matter how competent military men are, we do not like military govern. 
ment, and the government of the Philippines is civil in its form and functions. It 
might not be better if it were in the hands of civilians, but there is little doubt that 
it would succeed better with the Filipinos if it were more civilian in its personnel.” 


THE Washington Post speaks the view of many papers when it supports General 
Wood’s opposition to independence for the Philippines. Its editorial thus closes: 
“Granted independence the natives themselves would have to assume the philan- 

bent 


thropic responsibilities which this Government now bears. It would be in um

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FOUR YEAR LIMIT FOR CHIEFS DISCUSSED. 
(onsiDansss= misapprehension among the Staff Corps of the Army has been 
4 sroused over the recent reports of the movement to limit Chiefs of Branches 
and Bureaus to one four year term of office. 

As far as present indications go, it is generally believed that the one term limit 
will be applied only to combatant arms of the service. The majority of opinion at 
present favoring allowing the reappointment of men in the so-called “specialist” 
branches whose service and experience fit them for better administration of their 
duties than could reasonably be expected of younger officers. 

While it has been stated that the majority of opinion favors the proposed one 
term limit, there has come to the attention of the “powers that be” that some officers 
do not entirely agree with the theory held by the proponents of limitation. These 
men point out that such a scheme may prove a barrier to the appointment of 
“younger blood” as the tendency would be to appoint more by seniority than by 


merit. 





MUTUAL AID SEEKS NEW VOTE ON FLIERS. 


MEMBERS of the Navy Mutual Aid Association are again being called on to reg- 

ister their votes on proposed amendments to the by-laws effecting the status of 
aviators in the organization, a question that has been agitating the membership and 
the service at large for nearly a year. ~ 

The recent vote on a proposed amendment to impose a “premium” on aviators 
joining after July 1 showed, according to the Board of Directors, “a regrettable lack 
of interest on the part of members, only 1,612 out of 5,800 taking the trouble to 
vote.” The vote was 992 for and 620 against, the amendment therefore losing as it 
required a two-thirds vote. 

Holding that the unsatisfactorily small number of votes cast may have been due 
to that it was presented without sufficient explanation as to the reason, the Board 
has sent out another ballot covering this and other questions, which, its circular says, 
“Must be settled by membership vote.” 

The first amendment provides that on and after Jan. 1, 1928, all members, pres- 
ent and future, detailed on extra hazardous duty and in receipts of extra pay, shall 
be charged an additional rate of $5 per month. Up to date the vote on this has been 
approximately two to one, 1,450 for and 729 against. 

The second is virtually the same except that it applies only to those coming in 
after January 1 and ‘he vote on this to date stands 271 for and 1,908 against. 

The third proposed amendment provides that members in this catagory shall 
receive but two-thirds benefits in event of death as a result of an accident which is 
also being rejected, the vote standing 521 for and 1,658 against. 

The fourth is similar except that it only applies to new members and it is being 
even more generally turned down as the vote stands 162 for and 2,017 against. 

The fifth applies to the entire membership. First shall the benefit be $7,500 
calling for 45 assessments a year, and second shall it be $6,000 calling for 36 assess- 
ments. The vote on the former stands 1,802 for and 377 against and the second 364 
for and 1,815 against. 

In its circular letter the Board calls attention to the fact that commercial insur- 
ance companies willing to insure aviators exact an extra charge of from $10 to $25 
per thousand whereas the association exacts an extra charge of $13.33 from each 
aviation member who has joined since April, 1923. 

Pointing out that since January 1, 1926, the mortality rate of the aviation group 
has averaged more than double that of the general group and that at present the 
aviation group is costing each member of the association approximately three extra 
assessments per year, the circular state that the question now is whether the avi- 
ation group should “become self-supporting” by one of the two means submitted for 
a vote. 

Commenting on this the circular says: 

From the point of view of greater risk the aviator who receives extra pay should either pay 
more than other members or, as an alternative, should receive less. From another point 
of view, avaition is a part of the Navy, and the extra risk of aviators may be considered 
as incident to the service and that if we attempt to evaluate and make distinctions based 
upon exra risk, in fairness, the process should be extended to every character of service, 
but the line of demarcation appears naturally to be incident to the receipt of extra pay for 


extra hazardous duty. Certain it is that aviation is becoming more and more an important 
branch of the service. This is recognized by the Navy Department through its recently 


adopted policy of the indoctrination of all Naval Academy graduates in the fundamentals 
of aviation training. Hence sooner or later this Association must determine upon a future 
policy affecting aviation membership and it is considered that this matter should not long 


be deferred. 
Regarding the amount of death benefit, after recounting past history, showing a 


reserve built up during the past years of $164,000, and stressing the need for stabiliz- 
ing assessments in the future the Board says: “So the matter resolves itself into the 
simple proposition; how much protection do you wish the Navy Mutual Aid Associ- 
ation to afford you, the cost necessarily corresponding proportionately to the amount 
of benefit to be paid. And it is up to the membership to fix the amount.” 

As during the progress of the last vote, aviators in and out of the Association 
are registering a strong protest against the proposed “discrimination.” The chief 
argument advanced is that the organization was formed and has flourished as its 
name implies, a “mutual aid” and that regardless of the duties assigned him every 
officer should receive the same treatment. They contend that in the long run, avi- 
ation is no more costly to the association than any other service, one argument being 
that an accident in aviation usually results in the death of an individual whereas in 
the case of a disaster to a surface ship the loss of life may run into large numbers. 





FLAG COMMAND SHIFTS SCHEDULED SEPTEMBER 10. 

RANSFER of the Battle Fleet commands are scheduled for September 10 on 
_ which date Vice Admiral L, R. de Steiguer will relieve Admiral R. H. Jackson and 
in turn will be relieved by Rear Admiral W. V. Pratt. Rear Admiral H. A. Wiley will 
relieve Admiral C. F. Hughes as Commander in Chief, U. S. Fleet on October 8 all 
of the flag shifts to be made on the west coast. 
: Rear Adm. T. J. Senn, who was originally slated for one of the fleet commands, 
1s to be retained as Assistant Chief of Operations it being generally understood 
that this was done at the request of Admiral Hughes. 

Three more resignations among the older officers have been received and one 
or two more are expected, further changing the promotion situation. Rear Admiral 
C. L. Hussey has applied for retirement as has Capt. R. C. Moody while the request 
of Capt. J. W. Timmons has been approved. 

Assignment of Rear Admiral H. H. Christy as commandant of the 15th Naval 
District, is announced and it is understood that Rear Admiral J. L. Latimer is to be 
assigned to the Naval Examining Board. Other changes in command include: Capt. 
Allen Buchanan to command the Omaha, relieving Capt. C. W. Cole who goes to 
the Naval Training Station at Pensacola; Capt. J. V. Ogan comes to the Bureau of 
Navigation being relieved of command of Submarine Division 20, the V-boats, by 
Capt. C. S. Kerrick and Capt. W. Pitt Scott has been assigned as Assistant Com- 
ya of the 11th Naval District. Capt. W. D. Puleston is to be Assistant Chief 
- Staff for Vice Admiral Pratt and is being relieved of command of Destroyer 

quadron 12 by Capt. L. W. Porterfield. 


MEDICAL OFFICERS’ STATUS DETERMINED. 
NUMEROUS inquiries have been received by the Army and Navy Journal as to 
the status of medical officers who were “passed over” by the selection board last 
July and selected by the October board. The inquirers point out that certain officers 
thus affected lose more than 40 numbers while in the future officers passed by one 
board and selected by the next would probably lose but four or five numbers. 

Under the departmental interpretation of the equalization bill, the medical 
officers who were “passed over” last July are to be assigned running mates who are 
the running mates of the junior officers who passed them as a result of July board’s 
action. 

In a recent opinion in the cases of Capts. E. W. Plummer, S. S. Rodman and 
R. C. Heiner, Medical Corps, the Judge Advocate General of the Navy upholds this 
principle, specifically replying to a question submitted as to what is the correct 
date to be stated in their commissions. 





COLONEL TOMPKINS OF 7TH CAVALRY TO RETIRE. 
ITH the retirement of Col. S. R. H. Tompkins of the Seventh Cavalry tomorrow, 
one of the most popular and picturesque officers of the Service passes from the 
active list. His commissioned service in all grades from Second Lieutenant to Colonel 
with the 7th Cavalry has become a legend in Army circles. 

The War Department has taken cognizance of the attachment of Col. Tompkins 
to the “Garry Owens” by ordering him to command it for the last week of his active 
service and, according to reports from Texas, the Regiment is planning to give 
“Tommy” a send-off memorable in Service annals. 

Col. Tompkins was appointed a Second Lieutenant in 1884 and transferred to the 
Seventh Cavalry in 1886. He received a War Department citation for conspicuous 
valor in action in the engagement with the enemy at Wounded Knee and also par- 
ticipated in a later engagement at White Clay Creek. 





COLONEL HOF TO SUCCEED GENERAL JOYES. 

(COLONEL SAMUEL HOF, U. S. A., has been appointed Assistant Chief of Ord- 

nance to succeed Brigadier General John W. Joyes, U. S. A., whose appointment 
expires July 20. 

Colonel Hof, who thus becomes a Brigadier General, was born in Wisconsin in 
1870. He was appointed to the United States Military Academy from that State and 
upon graduation was assigned to the Cavalry as a 2nd Lieutenant. He-was commis- 
sioned a 1st Lt. of Ordnance in October, 1898, in which branch he has served ever 
since, attaining the rank of temporary Colonel in 1917 while commanding the Fran- 
ford Arsenal in Philadelphia, which post he held throughout the World War. He 
was appointed Colonel in 1919. Colonel Hof also holds a D. S. M. and is a graduate 
of the Army War College, Class of 1921. 

While definite announcement of General Joyes’ future plans have not as yet 
been announced, it is understood that he has requested retirement after 37 years of 
active service and is awaiting official approval of the request at this time. 
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Navy Notes. 

YALLING attentiun .o the fact that sev- 
eral enginemen and aviation chief 
machinist’s mates are among the candi- 
dates designated to take the examina- 
tion for machinist, the Bureau of Navi- 
gation has announced that all applicants 

must qualify for general duties. 

The Bureau emphasizes that men 
qualifying for the Warrant Rank of 
Machinist, must be qualified for all the 
general duties of a Machinist and may 
be expected to be ordered to any ship 
or station to perform the duties re- 
quired of a Machinist. No guarantee of 
continued assignment to aviation duty 
can be given in the cases of Aviation 
ratings promoted to warrant ranks. 


The Bureau has received several re- 
quests from outlying stations for bar- 
ber chairs. In case any any ship or 
station has any barber chairs in store 
and no ionger in use, it is requested 
that the Bureau be informed and the 
Bureau will direct shipment of same 
to stations requesting them. 


The U. S. S. Hannibal operating on the 
south coast of Cuba has completed the 
survey of the Gulf of Batabano and the 
Isle of Pines region. During the coming 
season this survey will be extended east- 
ward to Cienfuegos and westward to 
Cape San Antonio, which will complete 
the hydrographic survey of the south 
coast. 

On the north coast, the U. S. S. Nokomis, 
has extended the survey from longitude 
79 degrees 42 minutes West., eastward 
to longitude 78 degrees 50 minutes West, 
thus completing over 150 miles of the 
coast eastward from Port Matanzas in- 
cluding the numerous outlying reefs and 
islands. 

In connection with these surveys aerial 
photography has been extensively used 
for obtaining the delineation of the coast 
and the topography of the intricate net- 
work of outlying islands. The details 
thus obtained could not have been coy- 
ered by ground methods because of the 
prohibitive cost. 


Twelve new seaplane records, six of 
which were wrested from Italy, were 
credited to the United States Navy July 
9 as the result of a record-breaking

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Balanced Fleet Views Similar 
(THERE is an interesting similarity be- 

tween the statements made by the 
American Delegation at Geneva in ref- 
erence to the Naval necds of this coun- 
try and articles which were written by 
Capt. J. K. Taussig, U. S. N., and pub- 
lished in the United States Naval In- 
stitute Proceedings of 1925. It is well 
to reprint at this time the following 
conclusion expressed by Capt. Taussig 
as to the requirements of a balanced 
fleet for the United States: 

“1. Eighteen battleships, all maintained 
in the highest state of efficiency. This 
necessitates in the cases of some of them: 
(a) An increase in the elevation of guns. 
(b)A change from coal fuel to oil fuel. (¢) 
Increased protection against torpedoes and 
bombs. 

“2. Sixty modern light cruisers. In order 
that our strength in this respect may equal 
that of Japan in the ratio of five to three, 
there should authorized a building pro- 
gram of 50 vessels, 10 of which should be 
laid down cach year for the next five years. 

“3. Two hundred and seventy destroyers 
(our present number). As all of these ves- 
sells are the same age, and, in consequence, 
become obsolete at practically the same 
time, a replacement program should be im- 
mediately initiated. 

“4, Fifteen destroyer leaders. There are 
no vessel this type in the fleet. All of 
should be provided for at once. 

. One hundred and ten modern effective 
submarines. In order to obtain this num- 
ber a building program of 45 new vessels 
is necessary. All new submarines should 
be capal f operating as a part of and 
with the t. 

“6. Five t-line airplane carriers. There 
are two under construction. Three addi- 
tional should be laid down as soon as prac- 
ticable. 

“7. Six lighter-than-air ships. As the Los 
Angeles is only for commercial purposes, 
provisions should be made to augment the 
Shenandoah by five new dirigibles. 

“8. Sufficient iratn vessels to insure the 
efficient operation of the combatant fleet.”

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Navy Gets Control of Oil. 
VIRTUALLY complete control of Na- 

val Petroleum Reserves and the 
thirty leases in these reserves by the 
Navy Department is assured by an agree- 
ment between the Secretary of the Navy 
and the Secretary of the Interior made 
public on July 14, which becomes effec- 
tive on August 1. 

The agreement vests local control of 
the reserves in Inspectors under’ the 
Navy Department, reverting to the sta- 
tus that existed prior to the issuance 
of the executive order in the Harding 
regime that resulted in the famous oil 
scandals. 

Their mutual understanding is based 
upon their interpretation of Executive 
Order No. 4614 of March 17, 1927, and 
upon the Acts of Congress, approved 
February 25, 1920, and June 4, 1920, and 
is to the effect that the Navy Depart- 
ment is now responsible for the ad- 
ministration of all leases heretofore 
made in the reserves, excepting three 
leases of producing wells in Reserve 
No. 2 which were granted pursuant to 
authority specifically imposed on the 
Secretary of the Interior by the act ap- 
proved February 25, 1920, over which 
he will continue to exercise control with 
the cooperative approval of the Navy 
Department. 

In regard to these three leases, the 
approval of Congress will be requested 
at the next session by the Department 
of the Interior to transfer jurisdiction 
over same from the Interior Department 
to the Navy Department. 

The agreement vests local control over 
the reserves in Inspectors under the 
Navy Department. The local Supervi- 
sors of the Geological Survey will con- 
tinue to perform the same duties as 
they have heretofore, but will report to 
the respective Navy Inspectors in re- 
gard to Naval petroleum leases instead 
of to the Director of the Geological Sur- 
vey. The Navy Department will consult 
the Geological Survey as heretofore upon 
technical matters pertaining to the re- 
serves. 

The Navy Department will determine 
the policy in regard to issuing any fur- 
ther leases on the Naval Petroleum Re- 
serves. 

The Navy Department has announced 
that its policy, in line with legislation 
applying to the Reserves as_inter- 
preted by the Courts, will be a_ policy 
of conservation and that it will endeavor 
to keep as much of the oil in the ground 
for a long as time as possible. 

To that end, the Navy Department 
has closed in all of the 21 oil-producing 
wells on land in Reserve No. 1 whose 
output has heretofore been at the rate 
of 1,500,000 barrels per annum. It has 
made arrangements with neighboring 
operators whereby the off-setting wells 
have either been also shut down, or the 
adjoining owner will pay to the United 
States 55 per cent of any increase in 
his production resulting from. the shut 
down of the Navy wells. 





Warrant Pay Bills Urged. 
GUPPORTING the efforts of the Com- 

missioned Warrant Officers of the 
Navy to secure a readjustment of their 
pay status, which they allege was sadly 
put out of joint by the Joint Service 
Pay Act of 1922, members of the Ameri- 
can Legion, Department of Maine, at 
their State convention held in Bar Har- 
bor, Maine, recently endorsed the John- 
son-Norbeck Bills, urged Maine Con- 
gressmen and Senators to give their ac- 
tive support to the early enactment of 
remedial legislation providing relief for 
these officers, and called upon all dele- 
gates from Maine to the National Con- 
vention to enlist the support of the Na- 
tional organization in behalf of these 
officers. 

The American Legion of Georgia 
passed similar resolutions at the annual 
State meeting held in Savannah last 
month, calling upon Representatives and 
Senators frcm that State to restore the 
former pay status of the Commissioned 
Warrant Officers of the Navy as it 
existed pricr to the passage of the 1922 
law.

3. Reserve officers assigned to units of 
the Organized Reserves will be of the 
grade and section specified in Tables of 
Organization except that no limit will be 
placed upon the number of Reserve officers 
of the lowest grade of the proper section 
which may be assigned to any Organized 
Reserve unit. 

4. When vacancies in a unit of the Or- 
ganized Reserves in grades above the lowe 
est have been filled by assignment in so 
‘far as officers of proper grade and section 
are available there may be ‘attached to the 
unit officers of the proper section and re- 
gardless of grade in numbers sufficient to 
bring the total number of officers ussigned 
and attached to the unit in grades above 
the lowest up to the total number of offi- 
cers authorized by Tables of Organization 
in grades above the lowest for the unit. 

5. Any officer under the assignment jur- 
isdiction of a Corps Area Commander may 
be attached for training to any unit in the 
Corps Area without regard to his assign- 
ay or attachment for duty to another 
unit. 

6. Transfers of officers between all sec- 
tions of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, ex- 
cept the Auxiliary Section, and the Spe-

*ONGRESS SHOULD AT its next session grant authority to the President to pro- 
“ vide proper rank for the Chief of Staff and Corps Area Commanders as it has 
done in the case of the Navy for the Chief of Operations and the Commanders of the 
Fleet and forces in foreign waters. The Chief of Staff should have the rank and 
pay of a General, the Corps Area Commanders and the Commanding Officers at 
Panama and in the Philippine Area, which should include China, those of a Lieuten- 
ant General. An argument which induced Congress to make the proper provision 
of Admirals and Vice Admirals for the Navy was based upon the necessity of 
equality of rank between the Commanders in our sea service and those of foreign 
navies. The same argument applies to the Chief of Staff and the Commanders of 
the forces on the Panama Canal Zone and in the Far East. The former is frequently 
in contact with distinguished foreign visitors who outrank him in his present grade 
of Major General, and this likewise is true of the Major Generals Commanding at 
Panama and the Corps Areas. As to the Extreme Orient, the situation is fraught 
with dynamite, the British and Japanese, who already have Lieutenant Generals on 
the scene, undoubtedly in case of graver developments would dispatch officers of 
higher rank, and the American Commander would become automatically subordinate 
even though he maintained independence in operation. There are other equally 
cogent reasons for the creation of the higher rank. The Chief of Staff is, in fact, 
the Commanding General, and he has under his direction 125,000 officers and men 
of the Regular Establishment, the National Guard whose strength is 180,000, and 
more than 100,000 Reserve Officers. The office is one of great dignity and importance, 
and its tremendous responsibilities require the recognition of rank. 
Members of the Senate and House Military Committees appreciate the anomaly 
of inferior rank for important office, and it is to be hoped they will translate their 
view into legislation, 





HE NATIONAL DEFENSE Test plan, which promised so much in facilitating 

practice in the mobilization of the defense units of the country, is dead. The War 
Department will not have such a test this year. Only an extraordinary emergency 
can revive it, and in such case there will be lacking that efficiency which experience 
alone affords. 


Unable to pursue this sane policy waich would make for effectiveness in pre- 
paration, the War Department should utilize the machinery under its control 
to cause an annual mobilization of the forces actually responsive to its will. 
The Boston Transcript points out that the Massachusetts National Guard has a 
mobilization day each year, and suggests the adoption of the same method for the 
Nation. Any Governors unwilling to respond to a request from the War Depart- 
ment for such mobilization would have to answer to their people. Those who acted 
favorably would witness the development of a better morale in their State organiza- 
tions and gradually increasing celerity of assembly equipped for operations. There 
should also be mobilization of Reserve Officers, practically all of whom would wel- 
come an opportunity to demonstrate the rapidity with which they could respond to 
a War Department cal!. What is true of the land forces, likewise would be true of 
those connected with the Navy. By a procedure such as gested, a nation-wide 
interest would be created, and eventually the idea of an

The suggestion of the discussion of armaments was made by the Australian 
zroup, which, apparently, is not in sympathy with the defense plans of the continent 
of the Southern Seas. It has received a cordial welcome from the Japanese members, 
who desire to eliminate any fear of their country from the minds of the Australians. 
Thus the Conference will be a medium for the exchange of views on the part of 
men of no official standing, and will furnish an opportunity for peace propaganda 
which doubtless is the inspiration of the creation of the Institute. 


The Hawaiians know their safety depends upon the soldiers in their forts and 
the sailors upon the seas. So, while the expressions of the Instituters will be re- 
ceived by them with loud applause, the extent of the real enthusiasm will be deter- 
mined by the number of dollars, yens, pounds, taels, ete., etc., which will remain in 
their pockets when the Conference shall have ended. 





GERMANY HAS EVADED the arms limitation of the Versailles Treaty just as 

Schanhorst circumvented Napoleon, who fixed the Prussian Army at 42,000 men. 
The Treaty limited the Reichswehr to 100,000 men. But it has been remarked that the 
military and naval expenditures of the Reich have increased annually, and it also has 
been revealed that the force actually recruited comprises 38,000 officers, 21,000 non- 
commissioned officers and 72,000 privates. Moreover, the Reichswehr Ministry Staff 
comprises 216 officers, 338 non-commissioned officers, 229 privates, 332 civilian offi- 
cials and a clerical staff of 133. The German Navy consists of 10,500 officers and 
men, and it is pointed out that for every two sailors there is one commissioned officer 
or non-commissioned officer, while in addition 55,000 civilians have direct or indirect 
connection with the sea service. 


It is obvious that the Germans with sound foresight are preparing means for 
their defense. They realize the value of officers for combat and training purposes, 
and they have devoted themselves to the development of a commissioned personnel 
which will stand them in good stead in time of need. The United States could do no 
better than to take a leaf from their book.

icy Section or the Specialist Section to 
any other sections be made. 

8. Transfers, in accordance with the 
above, from noncombatant to a combatant 
branch will be made only from the classes 
of persons provided in section 37, National 
Defense Act as amended as eligible for ap- 
pointment in a combatant branch above the 
grade of 2nd Lieutenant. 

V. Separation. 

1. Appointments in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps are terminated by death, resigna- 
tion, vacation of appointment (by virtue, 
of accepting commission in the Regular 
Army or acceptance of an appointment in 
a different grade in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps), discharge, expiration of term of 
appointment, and dismissal or dropping 
from the rolls. 

2. Any Reserve Officer may be dis- 
charged at any time in the discretion of 
the President. Discharge will be the form 
of separation in cases not otherwise cov- 
ered, including the following: 

a. Incompatible occupation of office. 
This will include an enlistment or the ac- 
commission in the United 
States Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Naval Reserve or Revenue Cutter Service. 
Separation is mandatory. 

b. Physical disqualification. 

c. Misconduct, inefficiency, failure to re- 
ply to communications or other unfitness. 
In time of peace reports of misconduct, in- 
efficiency, failure to reply to communica- 
tions or other unfitness on the part of-any 
reserve officer, will be forwarded to the 
Department or Corps Area Commander. 
The latter will cause such investigation to 
be made as is deemed necessary, or as di- 
rected by higher authority. Where the 
Department or Corps Area Commander 
deems it necessary, or upon demand of 
the officer concerned, the Department or 
Corps Area Commander will cause to be 
convened a suitable board of not less than 
three officers to further investigate and 
make recommendations. The officer whose 
fitness is being inquired inte will be in- 
formed of the alleged inefficiency, miscon- 
duct, or unfitness, and will be given oppor- 
tunity for a hearing before the board, 
either in person, by counsel, or by brief, 
as he may elect. One or more Reserve 
officers on inactive status will be included 
in the membership of such boards. The 
board’s proceedings, together with the ac- 
tion ard recommendations of the conven- 
ing authority thereon will be forwarded to 
the War Department for final action. 

d. Conviction by civil court. Convic- 
tion of a felony involves mandatory dis- 
charge from commission in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 

e. Entry of a Reserve Officer into the 
military service of a foreign country or 
departure from the United States for such 
purpose. The entry of a Reserve officer 
into the military service of a foreign coun- 
try or his departure from the United 
States or any territory thereof for such 
purpose will be considered ground for im- 
mediate discharge 

Vi. Reappointment. 
When the five-year period of ap- 
Reserve officer above the 
grade of captain expires, he will not be 
eligible for further assignment or active 
duty training in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
in peace time unless it has been officially

mentioned schools; or 

(5) The Chief of Branch certifies that 
he has performed work equivalent to (3) 
above. 

b. The provisions of paragraph 1, a do 
not serve to prohibit the reappointment of 
any Reserve officer in the section in which 
previously commissioned. Any person, ap- 
pointed in the Officers’ Reserve Corps sub- 
sequent to the approval of these policies, 
and who has had prior service in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, will be allowed all the 
privileges of assignment and active duty 
training during his first appointment pe- 
riod; subsequent appointment will be gov- 
erned by the provisions of this policy. 

c. All officers above the grade of cap 
tain will be required to pass a physical 
examination as prescribed for original ap- 
pointment in order to be reappointed in 
any section of Reserve Corps except the 
Auxiliary Section. The record of a satis- 
factory examination completed within one 
year prior to date of reappointment will 
be accepted. 

2. a. When the five-year period of ap- 
peintment of a Reserve officer in the grade 
of captain or lieutenant expires, he will 
not be eligible for assignmert or active 
duty training in peace time during the 
five-year period of appointment immedi- 
ately following unless his record during 
the five-year period immediately preceding 
such reappointment indicates that 

(1) He has obtained during his current 
appointment a Certificate of Capacity for 
promotion to the next higher grade; or 

(2) He has during his current appoint- 
ment obtained a Certificate of Capacity for 
his present grade; or 

(3. He has demonstrated during his cur- 
rent appointment his interest in military 
affairs by having a written record of at 
least 200 hours of correspondence school 
work, attendance at classes, administrative 
duties in connection with his unit, or ac- 
tive participation with troops on inactive 
duty training. In computing the 200 hours,

upon the recommendation of a board of 
Reserve officers appointed by the Corps 
Area or Department Commander and ap- 
preved by the War Department, be reap- 
pointed without physical examination in 
the grade and section of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps in which he was previously 
commissioned; otherwise he will be hon- 
orably discharged from the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps. 

ce. When practicable officers in the grade 
of captain or lieutenant will be physically 
examined as contemplated in paragraph 1, 
ce above. 

3. For the purpose of obtaining the data 
required by paragraphs 1, a (3) and 2, a 
(3) of this policy the chiefs of assignment 
jurisdiction (Corps Area Commanders and 
Chiefs of Branches and Sections) will keep 
the necessary reports to The Adjutant Gen- 
in this respect and be prepared to furnish 
the necessary rports to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. 

4. In putting this policy into effect, and 
until a five-year period has elapsed, only 
the portion of the work required by para- 
graph 1, a (3) and 2, a (3) which cerre- 
sponds to the ratio of hours to elagsed 
time will be required in making decisions 
as to status during next reappointment 
period. 

5. Reserve officers who, upon being 
physically examined prior to reappoint- 
ment, are found to be physically incapaci- 
tated for active service, or who have 
reached the age of 64 years may apply for 
transfer to the Auxiliary Section. 

6. For the purpose of recommending the 
separations from the service of officers no 
longer in a position to be effective and to 
advise the Corps Area Commander con- 
cerning the administration of Reserve pol- 
icies, a Corps Area Advisory Board of Re- 
serve Officers will be created in each Corps 
Area. This board will be permanent in 
character, but will have a continuing 
change in personnel. Its members will 
serve on an inactive duty status. 

7. This policy will govern all reappoint- 
ments which will be effective on or after

ANENT THE PROMOTION PROBLEM, 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
AFTER reading the letter in the May 21 
issue of the Journal I arrive at the 
conclusion that the promotion problem is 
solved. I had feared for years it would 
remain an unknown X. It’s as simple as 
Aeneas sailing away from Carthage and 
leaving Dido in a batting slump. 

Give each office a Dixon No. 1, an issue 
of papyrus, a more or less flat top desk, 
and—voila! 

I have never complained about the pro- 
motion list (realizing the job the Board 
had compiling it) though I feel that it 
would have been justified, nor have I ever 
recommended it for a Distinguished Service 
Cross. I don’t see how it could have been 
the result of accident or oversight unless 
we assume the Board to have been careless 
or incompetent. Neither was it based on 
length of service but on length of commis- 


sioned service prior to the Armistice. 
Imagine the Master Board in Washington 
in 1920 supposing a man commissioned as 
a second or first lieutenant never going 
any higher and never becoming a part of 
the promotion problem! 

“We believe that eliminations within the 
hump are necessary to increase morale 
and to solve the problem of future procure- 
ment of officers.” 

We had example in that method’s effect 
on morale a few years ago when officers 
figured they might be the next ones noti- 
fied of elimination. Young men who were 
thinking of entering the service ridiculed 
our talk of being assured their retired pay 
when that was one of the things offered as 
an inducement to compete for examination 
for commission, and good officers resigned 
before they acquired age and possibility of 
being the “Subject” of “Morale elimina- 
tion.” 


“Weed out the -incompetents. 

I wonder whom have capable of de- 
claring competency Is a competent officer 
f high scholarly attainments? of 
great strategical knowledge? Of much 
profe onal lore? Of sound judgment? If 
possessed of either or of any two of these 
und not having the other would he neces- 
sarily be efficient? Is one senior officer’s 
Judgment of my ability equal to and the 


as that of another?

The efficiency of a machine can be cor- 
rectly calculated but, due to the human 
equation, one most certainly cannot abso- 
lutely fix the grade of competency by means 
of the present efficiency report. I have 
seen human phonographs who could pass 
4ny examination and were not of any 
worth in a practical way. 

“They have become entitled to this 
through long years of service at lower 
rates of pay.” 

I suggest that the group referred to 
here carry as many efficient officers as an 
equal number of any other group or possi- 
bly more, 

I might see an officer declared inefficient 
and from intimate personal knowledge 
know him to be superior in value to the 
Government of some who were not so cata- 
logued. 

I can pick out many inefficient officers 
and the queer thing about it is this—after 

pick ’em I am surprised to find they 
all rank me. 

Deduction—We all believe we dre effici- 
ent and if you'll give us a pencil, read 
our Epistle to the Washingtonians after- 
ward, and revise the Promotion List ac- 
cording to our ideas we'll be satisfied.

Aeronautical Notes 
HE Army Air Corps has recently re- 
ceived the first of experimental 
bombers which are being acquired in 
order to determine and develop by 
actual service tests the most efficient 
form of heavy bombing plane. 

The ship just received is a product 
of the Curtiss Aeronautical and Motor 
Company of Garden City, L. I, and is 
known as the Curtiss “Condor.” It is 
equipped with two of the newest type 
of Curtiss Engines, of 600 horse-power 
each. Two machine-gun “turrets” are 
located outboard close to the engines 
carrying two guns each while two more 
of these armored “turrets” are located 
in the fore and after parts of the fusel- 
age respectively. The crew consists of 
six men including the pilot and accord- 
ing to the designer’s specifications the 
plane will have a_ cruising radius of 
about 700 miles at 105 miles per hour. 
The ship has a wing spread of 90 feet, 
is a biplane, and weighs about 17,000 
pounds with a full load. 

Other ships which will be experi- 
mented with are the Martin Bomber, and 
a new _ Specially designed Fokker. The 


Fokker and Martin Bombers will be 
equipped with the new Pratt and Whit- 
ney “Hornet” engines which develop 
about 525 horse-power at 1,900 r. p. m. 
and are by far the most powerful air- 
cooled engines yet on the market. 


Lts. Lester J. Maitland and Albert F. 
Hegenberger, Air Corps, U. S. A., who 
made the U. S. Hawaiian Flight, left 
San Francisco by train for Chicago, July 
14, en route to Washington, D. C., where 
they will report on their flight to As- 
sistant Secretary of War, F. Trubee 
Davison. According to present plans the 
two aviators are expected to stop off 
at Chicago and fly to Milwaukee, which 
is Maitland’s “home town,” for an official 
reception, then to Washington to make 
their report accompanied by planes from 
Selfridge Field, Mich., Langley Field, 
Va., and Bolling Field, Anacostia, D. C. 

It is expected that en route to 
Washington the flyers will go to Dayton, 
Ohio, which is Hegenberger’s home, for 
a brief visit. At this time, however, it 
is still undecided whether Dayton will 
come after the Washington visit or en 
route to Washington.

DIEHL INDICTED. 

Two indictments were returned July 

14 by the Federal Grand Jury at 
Boston against John H. Dichl, who was 
in command of the steamer City of 
Rome when the vessel sank the United 
States Submarine S-51 off Block Island 
on September 256, 1925, with loss of 27 
lives. 


The first indictment charges that 
Capt. Diehl, “by his misconduct, negli- 


gence and inattention to his duties on 
the vessel, caused the steamship City 
of Rome to collide with, ram and sink 
the United States submarine S-51 with 
the result that 27 members of the sub- 
marine’s crew were lost.” Under the 
statute covering the first indictment a 
penalty of 10 years imprisonment and 
fine of $10,000 is provided.

[HE Royal Bank of Canada joins with 
the Federai Reserve Board in 
Washington in an optimistic view of the 
financial and business situation for the 
entire year 1927.

The Royal Bank of Canada attributes 
the new found stability in the United 
States to the intelligent credit control 
exercised by the Federal Reserve Board, 
and to the savings resulting from in- 
creased efficiency of manufacturing 
transportation and distribution. 

“As long as capital realizes a fair re- 
turn,” says the Royal Bank, “there will 
be no objection with conditions which 
have brought about a declining price 
level with a corresponding larger return 
to labor; but the tendency obvicusly is 
one which cannot be allowed to go too 
far, because there is a limit to the im- 
provement which can be effected in op- 
erating technique.”
